©  Sun,  8  opposition  or  half  a  circle  apart,  n  quadrature  or  quarter  of  a  circle  apart,  <$  con-  f 
junction  or  together,  having  the  same  right  ascension  ;  the  word  near  used  above  means  the 
same,  and  indicates  that  the  two  bodies  are  then  on  a  line  running  from  the  North  Pole 
through  both  ;  gr.  elon.,  greatest  elongation  or  farthest  distance  from  the  Sun  ;  stationary, 
when  the  planet  is  without  apparent  motion,  and  is  about  to  move  in  a  direction  contrary  to 
that  it  last  had.  The  above  table  enables  us  to  find  the  planets  throughout  the  year. 


ECLIPSES  FOR  T  n  E  YEAR  1867. 

There  will  be  two  eclipses  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  An  annular  ellipse  of  the  Sun,  March  6.  Invisible  in  America,  but  visible  in  Europe,  j 
Africa,  and  Asia.  See  the  map  of  this  eclipse. 

II.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon  early  in  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  March  20.  Visible  i 
throughout  America.  In  California  and  Oregon  it  will  begin  in  the  evening  of  the  19th. 
For  the  points  of  first  and  last  contact  with  the  shadow,  and  the  direction  of  the  Moon's  path 
through  it,  see  the  engraving  of  this  eclipse.  For  the  times  of  its  phases,  see  annexed  table. 

III.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  August  29.  Invisible  in  the  United  States,  but  visible  in 

South  America.  See  the  map  of  this  eclipse.  \ 
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IIY.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Friday  evening,  September  13.  Visible  in  America 
generally.  This  eclipse  will  begin  before  the  Moon  rises  at  places  west  of  Boston,  and  it  will 
therefore  rise  more  or  less  eclipsed.  In  the  Pacific  states  this  eclipse  is  wholly  invisible. 
For  the  points  of  first  and  last  contact  with  the  Earth’s  shadow,  and  the  direction  of  the 
Moon’s  track  through  it,  see  the  engraving  of  this  eclipse.  For  the  times  of  the  several 
!  phases,  see  the  annexed  table.

SALES  AND  DONATIONS. 

The  issue  of  these  new  works,  and  the  increasing  means  for  their  dif¬ 
fusion  by  sale,  and  by  gratuitous  distribution,  are  telling  upon  the  busi¬ 
ness  success  of  the  enterprise.  Owing  to  the  cessation  of  a  large  amount 
of  sales  for  the  army,  made  the  previous  year  to  the  Christian  Com¬ 
mission,  it  had  been  feared  that  the  sales  of  the  past  year  would  not 
equal  those  of  the  preceding  one.  But  they  show  a  somewhat  larger 
total,  viz.,  $36,255,56,  as  sales  for  the  year  ending  March,  31st,  1866.

AN  APPEAL. 

The  increasing  number  of  applications  for  donations  received  by  the 
Committee,  indicates  the  increase  of  appreciation  of  the  work  laid  upon 
them  by  the  Assembly.  These  applications  are  not  to  diminish,  but 
to  increase ;  for  the  call  of  Providence  to  our  branch  of  the  Church  is 
“  to  go  forward.”  Our  correspondence  shows  that  there  is  not  a  State 
in  our  connection  in  which  there  are  not  mission-fields  rightfully  ap¬ 
pealing  to  the  benevolent  department  of  our  publication  work. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  pastors  should  see  that  the  collection  for  “Pub¬ 
lication”  is  regularly  taken  in  their  churches  at  a  set  time  each  year. 

Some  of  our  Sabbath-schools  have  sent,  during  the  year  past,  contri¬ 
butions  for  the  assistance  of  children  in  schools  less  favored  than  them¬ 
selves.  Such  gifts  will  be  gladly  received,  and  directly  appropriated  to 
needy  Sabbath-schools  connected  with  our  churches  or  missions.

The  Education  cause  is  gaining  in  its  Hold  upon  the  churches  of  our 
body.  During  the  past  year,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  students  re¬ 
ceived  assistance  from  the  Education  Fund,  [against  ninety-nine  the  year 
before]  who  were  recommended  by  forty-seven  Presbyteries,  and  pursued 
their  studies  in  five  Theological  seminaries,  and  twenty-five  colleges 
and  academies.  Sixty-two  of  these  were  in  the  Theological  course, 
sixty  in  the  collegiate,  and  thirteen  in  the  preparatory  course.  Thirteen 
completed  their  course  of  study,  and  were  licensed  to  preach. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-four  churches  contributed,  during  the  year, 
$17,189.01.  Individuals  contributed  $917.16 ;  and  there  were  received 
from  scholarship  investments  $558.10,  and  other  minor  sources  $30.15; 
making  the  receipts  of  the  year  $18,704.77,  which,  with  the  balance  of 
$1,750.72,  transferred  from  the  previous  year,  makes  a  total  of  $20, 
455.49,  for  current  educational  uses. 

The  expenditures  have  been,  appropriations  to  students,  $16,367.70; 
various  necessary  expenses,  $3,181.60  ;  leaving  a  balance  of  $906.19,  to 
be  carried  to  the  new  year. 

According  to  the  direction  of  the  last  Assembly,  the  appropriations 
were  increased  the  last  year  thirty-three  per  cent,  on  those  allowed  by 
the  rules,  and  were,  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  to  theological  stu¬ 
dents,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  to  collegiate  students,  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  to  academic  students:  These  rates  will  be  continued. 

Notwithstanding  all  that  is  calculated  to  cheer  our  hearts,  and  en¬ 
courage  the  Permanent  Committee  to  go  forward  in  their  chosen  work, 
the  pressing  demands  of  the  Church  in  this  direction  have  not  been 
met.  All  our  efforts  are  disproportionate  to  the  calls  of  Providence. 
At  the  present  rate  of  bringing  forward  young  men  into  the  ministry, 
the  vacancies  made  by  the  superannuated  and  the  dead  only  are  filled. 
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When  it  is  considered,  how  many  are  taken  from  the  active  duties  of 
the  ministry  to  become  presidents  and  professors  in  our  colleges,  in¬ 
structors  in  our  theological  seminaries,  and  secretaries  and  agents  in 
our  benevolent  operations,  (and  there  seems  to  be  no  better  way,)  and 
the  number  who  turn  aside  through  failure  of  health,  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  that  the  demand  should  outrun  the  supply.  Not  to  mention 
the  wants  of  the  older  States,  when  we  consider  the  fields  that  are 
constantly  opening  before  us  in  the  newer  portions  of  the  country,  the 
case  is  truly  alarming.  We  have  no  missionary  in  Idaho,  Utah, 
Arizona,  Washington,  and  the  State  of  Oregon — not  because  there 
are  not  calls  for  men,  but  because  the  men  cannot  be  found.  The  Re¬ 
port  also  on  Foreign  Missions  speaks  of  an  equal  want  of  men  for  the 
missionary  work  abroad.  The  cry  for  men  from  East  Tennessee, 
and  Missouri  still  rings  in  our  ears,  and  the  claims  of  the  freedmen 
cannot  be  ignored.  We  need  more  good  men  for  the  pulpit.  The 
Education  Cause  should  receive  far  more  of  the  prayers  and  contribu¬ 
tions  of  the  Church.  Pious  parents  should  dedicate  their  sons  to  the 
ministry.  The  elders  should  seek  out  promising  young  men,  and 
talk  with  them  on  the  subject.  Pastors  should  confer  with  young 
men  recently  converted  to  God,  and  i-oll  the  burden  of  preaching  the 
Gospel  upon  their  hearts.  Presbyterial  committees  on  this  subject 
should  be  more  faithful.  Scholarships  should  be  secured,  the  interest 
of  which  will  yield  the  annual  appropriation  to  one  young  man. 

The  Plan  of  the  General  Assembly  is  a  good  one,  and  has  worked 
well.  It  is  only  needful  that  presbyteries,  and  pastors,  and  churches  be 
more  faithful  in  putting  it  into  operation.

The  amount  contributed  by  our  Churches  to  the  cause  of  Foreign 
Missions,  as  reported  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Assembly,  was,  in  1861-2, 
$71,284;  in  1862-3,  $69,482;  in  1863-4,  $97,629;  in  1864-5,  $112,296, 
and  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  the  first  of  April  last,  $112,322.  Thus 
making  an  almost  steady  increase  for  the  last  five  years. 

This  advance  in  our  contributions  we  believe  is  owing  very  much  to 
the  efficient  working  in  many  of  our  Presbyteries  of  the  committees 
appointed  annually  to  superintend  this  work,  and  to  see  that  the 
claims  of  Foreign  Missions  are  brought  properly  before  each  Church, 
and  a  collection  annually  taken.  We  learn  that  within  the  bounds  of 
one  Presbytery,  by  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  Presbyterial  agent,  the 
contributions  of  the  Church  were  advanced  in  one  year  nearly  100  per 
cent. 

Let  this  system,  so  happily  inaugurated  in  a  part  of  our  Presby¬ 
teries,  become  common ;  let  a  man,  full  of  love  for  the  souls  of  the 
heathen,  be  appointed  a  committee  in  each  of  our  109  Presbyteries 
and  our  gifts  to  this  cause  may  be  doubled. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  through  all  the  financial  troubles  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  war,  and  the  consequent  enormous  cost  of  exchange,  the 
remittances  of  the  Board  to  its  missionaries  have  been  as  prompt  as  at 
any  previous  time,  sustaining  fully,  in  all  the  countries  of  the  world, 
that  high  credit  for  its  bills,  which  it  has  so  long  enjoyed,  and  making 
its  name  a  synonym  for  commercial  integrity  and  stability;  as  the 
name  of  its  missionaries  is  for  piety,  practical  talent,  and  devotion  to 
their  work. 

Three  of  our  most  able  and  devoted  missionaries  have  died  during 
the  past  year,  in  the  midst  of  their  years  and  usefulness ; — Edward  M. 
Dodd,  Horace  B.  Morgan  and  J.  Edwards  Ford.

It  is  a  matter  for  most  serious  consideration  that,  during  the  past 
three  years,  while  our  contributions  for  the  support  of  missions  have 
been  increasing,  the  number  of  our  missionaries  and  our  working  force 
in  the  foreign  field,  have  been  actually  diminishing.  Within  three 
years,  one-third  of  our  men  have  been  compelled,  by  reason  of  ill 
health,  to  retire  from  the  field,  or  have  been  called  away  by  death. 
This  is  a  very  serious  reduction.  What  shall  be  done  ?  When  soldiers 
fall  on  the  battle  field,  there  must  be  fresh  recruits  to  fill  their  places. 
Where  are  the  men  to  occupy  the  important  positions  made  vacant  by 
the  noble  heroes  so  recently  fallen  ?  Our  Seminaries  must  answer  this. 
Is  the  spirit  of  Judson,  Newell  and  Hall  still  abiding  in  the  schools  of 
the  prophets?  Our  Presbyteries  must  answer  this.  Is  each  Presbytery 
represented  by  at  least  one  member  in  a  foreign  field?  Of  the  109 
Presbyteries  only  22  have  sent  men  abroad.  We  must  look  to  the 
Churches.  Does  earnest  prayer  go  forth  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest? 
We  must  look  to  the  Sabbath  schools.  Are  we  instilling  the  mis¬ 
sionary  spirit  into  the  hearts  of  the  scholars,  and  praying  that  God 
would  qualify  and  send  them  forth?  We  must  look  to  parents.  Where 
are  the  Hannahs,  and  those  of  like  mind  with  the  mother  of  Samuel, 
J.  Mills,  consecrating  their  offspring  to  God  and  this  holy  work?

From  the  Second  Annual  Report,  presented  May,  1866,  it  is  evident 
that  this  organization  is  steadily  advancing  in  its  field  of  usefulness. 
During  the  year,  the  persons  aided  were  12  ministers,  17  widows,  and 
62  children,  which,  with  8  wives,  make  a  total  of  99  persons  who  re¬ 
ceived,  directly,  the  benefits  of  the  Fund.  The  amount  contributed  to 
this  object  was  $6,300,  against  $3,638  given  the  previous  year.  These 
sums  may  appear  small  to  relieve  the  wants  of  100  persons,  whose 
claims  on  the  sympathies  of  Christ’s  people  are  far  more  just  than  those 
of  many  others  who  are  aided  by  the  Church;  and  yet  the  Committee 
are  encouraged  by  what  has  been  contributed.  Considering  that  little 
more  than  a  year  and  a  half  has  elapsed  since  the  first  dollar  was  paid 
into  the  treasury,  and  that  within  this  period  nearly  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  have  been  received  for  this  object,  there  is  reason  to  hope  for 
much  in  the  future. 

The  Report  seems  to  have  given  much  satisfaction  to  the  General 
Assembly,  for  in  the  paper  adopted  by  that  body  on  this  subject,  the 
following  language  occurs: 

11  If  all  our  Churches  could  have  heard  the  reading  of  the  Report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  as  it  was  presented  to  this  body,  or  could 
look  in  upon  some  of  the  families  of  our  dear  and  honored  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  whose  wants  were  presented,  there  would  hardly  be  a 
Church  in  all  our  connection  which  would  fail  to  remember  this  cause 
by  a  generous  contribution.” 

All  this  speaks  well  for  those  who  have  the  management  of  this 
cause,  and  for  those  who  contribute  to  its  support;  but  there  are  other 
facts  brought  to  view  in  the  Report,  which  claim  the  serious  considera¬ 
tion  of  all  concerned.  For  instance,  it  is  shown  that  of  the  1479 
Churches  in  our  connection,  only  130  have  as  yet  rendered  any 
assistance  to  this  enterprise.  And  further,  that  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  believe  themselves  only  in  the  commencement  of  their  work;  for 
at  every  quarterly  meeting  new  cases  are  presented,  which  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  occur  until  the  entire  number  of  disabled  ministers,  and  minis¬ 
terial  families  needing  help,  and  within  our  bounds,  shall  be  brought

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to  the  notice  of  the  Committee.  Then,  instead  of  having  30  families, 
with  100  persons  to  provide  for,  we  shall  have  nearly  100  families,  with 
a  population  of  400,  needing  the  benefits  of  the  fund. 

This  will  agree  with  the  condition  of  things  in  the  “other  branch’’ 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which,  in  its  recent  report  on  the  subject 
says,  the  number  of  families  receiving  aid  is  “120,  with  an  average  of 
4  persons  to  each  family,  making  a  total  of  500.’’ 

At  this  date  (August,  1866,)  our  Committee  begin  to  realize  what 
they  apprehended  in  March,  concerning  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
applicants  for  aid.  The  Annual  Report  closed  with  $1,605  in  the 
treasury,  but  so  rapidly  did  the  demands  upon  it  increase,  that  in  June 
it  required  $2,313  to  pay  the  appropriations  then  due,  which  left  an 
empty  treasury. 

Still,  we  are  not  discouraged  by  this  view  of  things,  but  earnestly 
appeal  to  all  the  Churches  for  their  aid,  and  commend  to  their  notice 
the  following  Resolutions  of  the  last  General  Assembly  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  ministers  of  our  Churches  be  requested,  at  an 
early  day,  to  preach  upon  the  subject  of  the  Ministerial  Relief  Fund 
calling  the  attention  of  the  people  to  those  peculiar  wants,  for  which 
this  fund  aims  to  provide. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  considered  the  duty  of  every  Church  to  take  up 
an  annual  collection  for  this  cause. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Presbyteries  be  again  called  to 
this  subject,  and  that  they  be  earnestly  requested  each  year  to  appoint 
one  of  their  own  number  specially  to  look  after  this  matter,  and  to  see, 
if  possible,  that  collections  be  taken  in  all  the  Churches  within  their 
bounds.

The  last  General  Assembly  ordered  a  new  method  in  the  work  of 
Church  Erection.  It  had  become  evident  that  the  “Fund,”  as  admin¬ 
istered,  was  a  failure.  Not  that  it  did  no  good,  but  that  it  did  not 
meet  the  demands  of  the  times,  and  stood  in  the  way  of  a  proper  work¬ 
ing  of  this  very  important  part  of  our  mission  duty — the  building  of 
houses  of  worship  for  feeble  congregations. 

During  the  year  reported,  only  $4,675.00  was  loaned  from  the  Fund, 
and  $750.00  granted; — while  the  call  for  supplemental  funds  yielded 
less  than  the  cost  of  issuing  it. 

The  Assembly  came  to  the  determination,  therefore,  to  abandon  the 
system  of  Loans,  and  adopt  that  of  Donations,  upon  the  following  plan, 
viz : 

1.  That  the  whole  of  the  Fund  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  to¬ 
gether  with  such  receipts  as  may  return  in  fulfilment  of  pledges  from 
the  churches  already  aided  by  loans  and  donations,  and  together  with 
whatever  may  be  hereafter  contributed  to  the  Fund,  be  securely  and 
permanently  invested. 

2.  That  the  accruing  interest  be  annually  distributed  by  the  Board 
on  proper  conditions,  and  in  proper  proportions,  to  churches  applying 
therefor,  in  the  form  of  donations  without  interest  and  without  pledge 
of  return,  except  in  case  the  church  or  congregation  thus  assisted  shall 
cease  to  be  connected  with  the  General  Assembly,  or  their  corporate 
existence  shall  cease,  or  their  house  of  worship  be  alienated,  except  for 
the  building  or  purchase  of  a  better  house  of  worship. 

And  also  that  a  collection  be  taken  annually  by  all  our  churches,  to 
be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  to  be  used  by  them  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  accruing  interest  of  the  Fund:  that  is,  in  direct 
gifts  to  churches  needing  aid  for  building  houses  of  worship. 

This  Plan,  as  thus  amended,  took  effect  from,  and  after  the  first  day 
of  August,  1866. 

By  a  subsequent  vote,  the  Trustees  were  directed  to  appoint  a  Gene¬ 
ral  Secretary. 
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It  was  also  recommended  to  all  the  churches  to  take  up  a  collection 
for  this  Fund  on  the  third  Sabbath  of  December ,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
sum  of  $35,000,  deemed  necessary  for  the  demands  of  the  current  year. 

It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  our  churches  will  do,  in  this 
matter,  what  is  due  to  themselves,  to  their  high  trust,  and  to  the  cause 
of  the  Redeemer.  No  past  dissatisfaction  with  the  workings  of  the 
Fund,  should  stand  in  the  way  of  a  hearty  co-operation  with  the  cause 
as  now  arranged.

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MANASSEH. 

Never  did  the  Jewish  people  sink  lower  in  idolatry  and  moral  degra¬ 
dation  than  under  their  thirteenth  King,  Manasseh,  who  was  born  710 
years  before  Christ.  The  worship  of  JEHOVAH  was  cast  out,  that 
the  vile  gods  of  the  heathen  might  be  brought  into  His  place,  and  that 
the  king  and  people  might  wallow  in  sins  on  which  their  new  deities 
would  not  frown.  “Wherefore  the  Lord  brought  upon  them  the  cap¬ 
tains  of  the  host  of  the  king  of  Assyria,  which  took  Manasseh,  and 
bound  him  with  chains,  and  carried  him  to  Babylon.”  (2  Chron.  33, 
11.)  The  king  of  Assyria  ruled  at  this  time  in  Babylon,  and  thither 
the  wicked  king  of  Judea  was  dragged  in  chains.  Bound  to  the  chariot 
of  his  conqueror,  he  was  led  in  triumph  through  its  gates,  the  object 
of  the  taunts  and  scoff's  of  a  merciless  race.  “And,”  says  the  historians, 
“  when  he  was  in  affliction,  he  besought  Jehovah  his  God,  and 
humbled  himself  greatly  before  the  God  of  his  fathers.  And  He  heard 
him,  and  brought  him  again  to  Jerusalem  into  his  kingdom.  Then 
Manasseh  knew  that  JEHOVAH,  he  was  God.” 

Wicked  rulers  bring  sorrow  not  only  to  themselves,  hut  also  on  those 
whom  they  govern.  Let  us  not  cease  to  pray  that  God  will  give  us 
wise  and  godly  rulers.

To  which  he  is  required  to  give  a  direct 
and  positive  answer,  “  I  will.”

The  last  Assembly  added  a  new  Committee  to  its  list,  to  supervise 
the  interests  involved  in  the  Sabbath  School  work  of  our  Church. 
Tli is  Committee  will  meet  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  at  the  call  of  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly.  The  objects  proposed  in  its  appointment  are : 

1.  To  supervise  the  Sabbath-school  literature  of  the  Church,  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Publication. 

2.  To  issue  circulars  which  may  help  the  Cause,  and  use  other  ap¬ 
propriate  methods  of  the  press. 

3.  To  collect  data,  and  from  facts  to  work  out  practical  theses,  which 
may  assist  pastors,  superintendents,  and  teachers  in  the  Sabbath-scliool 
work. 

4.  To  promote  the  establishment  of  Sabbath-schools  in  localities 
needing  them  within  the  bounds  of  the  Assembly,  among  the  Freedmen 
of  the  South,  and  the  Germans  of  the  West,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Presbyterian  Committee  of  Home  Missions. 

5.  To  promote  the  Sabbatli-school  cause  in  heathen  lands  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions. 


6.  To  promote  the  establishment  of  Sabbath-schools  in  Mexico, 
Central  America,  France,  Italy  and  Germany,  in  co-operation  with  the 
American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union. 

7.  To  promote  the  increase  of  the  ministry  through  influences  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  Sabbath-schools,  and  thus  prove  an  auxiliary  of  the 
Education  Committee. 


In  conclusion,  it  was  recommended  that  the  Permanent  Committee 
hold  its  first  meeting  in  Rochester,  New  York,  at  the  call  of  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Assembly;  that  it  be  guided  in  its  action  by  the  practice 
and  rules  of  the  other  permanent  Committees ;  and  that  its  expenses 
for  the  first  year  be  met  by  individual  subscriptions  from  residents  of 
Western  and  Central  New  York. 
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PEEGAMOS. 

‘‘I  know  thy  works,  and  where  thou  dwellest,  even  where  Satan’s 
seat  is,”  is  the  address  of  Christ  to  the  Church  at  Pergamos.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  pagan  belief,  Pergamos  was  a  holy  city,  a  city  of  temples,  a  city 
under  the  guardianship  of  the  gods.  Pagan  worship,  being  what  it 
was,  made  this  holy  city  “  Satan’s  seat,”  as  are  the  so-called  holy 
places  of  pagan  countries  now.  Yet  here  Christ  had  a  Church,  in, 
but  not  of  the  world.  The  city  took  its  name  from  the  striking  coni- 
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cal  mountain  in  the  centre  of  our  illustration.  It  was  a  city  of  Mysia 
in  Asia  Minor.  Here  Lysimachus,  one  of  the  successors  of  Alexander 
the  Great,  deposited  enormous  treasure,  and  by  his  successors,  the  city 
was  made  one  of  luxury  and  magnificence,  with  temples,  schools,  and 
a  library  of  200,000  volumes.  The  word  parchment,  Latin  perga- 
menta,  is  from  Pergamos.  Such  it  was  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles. 
It  is  now  a  town  of  twelve  thousand  inhabitants,  called  Pergamo,  and  is 
pictured  in  our  cut.  The  castle  upon  the  mountain  is  in  ruins. 


GERMAN  WORK. 

In  connection  with  the  Publication  work,  the  General  Assembly  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  a  special 
German  branch  of  that  work.  The  present  German  population  of  our 
country  is  large,  and  it  is  annually  receiving  large  additions.  To  meet 
the  wants  of  this  important  class  it  was  resolved. 

That  a  Special  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  who  shall  prepare 
fresh  tracts  and  books,  or,  if  thought  desirable,  translations,  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  German  language,  in  co-operation  with  the  Assembly’s 
Publication  Committee,  and  who  shall  take  into  consideration  the  ex¬ 
pediency  of  publishing  a  German  religious  newspaper,  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  German  population. 

Daniel  W.  Poor,  D.D.,  George  L.  Prentiss,  D.D.,  Rev.  Johann  U. 
Guenther,  Rev.  J.  J.  F.  Brunow,  and  Rev.  Nelson  Millard,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  this  Committee. 


PARSONAGES  AND  LIBRARIES 

By  direction  of  the  Assembly  of  1865,  in  the  autumn  of  that  year,  a 
Circular  of  Inquiry  was  prepared,  and  sent  to  seven  hundred  pastors 
and  stated  supplies  of  our  body.  To  these  circulars,  one  hundred  re¬ 
plies  were  received.  From  these  replies  it  appears  that  about  one- 
fifth  of  the  churches  have  parsonages,  and  one-tenth  have  libraries  for 
the  use  of  their  ministers. 

Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  if  the  other  four-fifths  had  homes  for 
their  pastors?  Would  it  not  make  it  easier  for  them  to  get  a  good 
pastor,  and  to  keep  him  when  they  had  him? 

And  would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  if  the  other  nine-tenths  had  libra¬ 
ries  for  their  pastors?  Would  they  not  get  better  food  for  mind  and 
heart,  from  week  to  week,  if  they  had  books  for  their  minister?  Books 
are  his  tools.  A  good  library  may  be  had  by  expending  a  small  sum 
each  year.  The  gradual  accretion  will  in  a  few  years  surprise  the 
Church,  and  help  its  ministers  greatly. 
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OUR  COUNTRY. 

The  Christian  religion  being  the  underlying  source  of  all  our  power, 
prosperity,  freedom,  and  national  unity,  we  earnestly  exhort  all  our 
ministers  and  churches  to  constant  and  earnest  prayer  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  and  his  constitutional  counsellors;  for  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  Congress  assembled;  for  the  Judges 
in  our  national  Courts  ;  for  those  that  bear  rule  in  our  army  and  navy; 
and  for  all  persons  intrusted  with  authority;  that  they  may  be  endued 
with  heavenly  wisdom,  and  rule  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  so  admin¬ 
ister  their  high  trusts,  without  self-seeking  and  partiality,  that  this 
great  Republic,  being  delivered  from  its  enemies,  may  renew  its  youth, 
and  put  forth  all  its  strength  in  the  ways  of  truth  and  righteousness, 
for  the  good  of  our  own  land,  and  the  welfare  of  mankind. 

And  we  further  exhort  and  admonish  the  members  of  our  churches 
to  diligent  and  personal  efforts  for  the  safety  and  prosperity  of  the  na¬ 
tion,  to  set  aside  all  partisan  and  sectional  aims  and  low  ambitions, 
and  to  do  their  full  duty  as  Christian  freemen ;  to  the  end  that  our 
Christian  and  Protestant  civilization  may  maintain  its  legitimate  as¬ 
cendency,  and  that  we  become  not  the  prey  of  any  form  of  infidelity,  or 
subject  to  any  foreign  priestly  domination;  that  the  sacred  interests  of 
civil  and  religious  freedom,  of  human  rights  and  justice  to  all,  of  national 
loyalty  and  national  unity,  may  be  enlarged  and  perpetuated ;  making 
our  Christian  Commonwealth  a  praise  among  the  nations  of  the  earth, 
exemplifying  and  speeding  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. — General  Assembly  of  I860.

THE  FINDING  OF  MOSES- 

And  the  daughter  of  Pharoah  came  down  to  wash  herself  at  the  river, 
(the  Nile,)  and  her  maidens  walked  along  by  the  river’s  side;  and  when 
she  saw  the  ark  among  the  flags,  she  sent  her  maid  to  fetch  it.  And 
when  she  had  opened  it,  she  saw  the  child;  and  behold  the  babe  wept. 
Thus  did  the  fate  of  a  nation  turn  upon  the  steps  of  a  woman :  we  learn 
from  this,  that  God’s  providence,  if  He  exercised  any  providence  what¬ 
ever,  must  extend  to  the  least  of  our  affairs. 
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RE-UNION, 

No  question  more  deeply  moved  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  than  that  of  re-union  with  the  other  branch  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  whose  Assembly  was,  at  the  same  time,  convened 
in  the  same  city.  The  overtures  of  that  body  met  a  hearty  response. 
The  union  meetings  for  conference,  and  for  the  celebration  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  were  profoundly  interesting  occasions.  It  truly  seemed  that 
the  gulf  had  closed,  and  the  schism  been  healed.  But  great  interests 
are  involved,  and  serious  practical  questions  must  be  solved,  before 
this  consummation  can  be  attained.  The  actual  progress  thus  far 
made  is  embraced  in  the  following  action. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Gurley,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  Hon.  Lincoln 
Clark,  of  the  Old  School  Assembly,  appeared  as  its  Delegates,  and  pre¬ 
sented  on  its  behalf  these  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  expresses  its  fraternal  affection  for  the 
Other  Branch  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  its  earnest  desire  for 
Re-union  at  the  earliest  time  consistent  with  agreement  in  doctrine, 
order  and  policy,  on  the  basis  of  our  common  standards,  and  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  mutual  confidence  and  love,  which  are  so  necessary  to  a 
happy  union,  and  to  the  permanent  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  United 
Church. 

Resolved ,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  churches,  and  Church 
Courts,  and  to  all  our  ministers,  ruling  elders,  and  communicants,  to 
cherish  fraternal  feeling,  to  cultivate  Christian  intercourse  in  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  God,  in  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  to  avoid  all 
needless  controversies  and  competitions  adapted  to  perpetuate  division 
and  strife. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  nine  Ministers  and  six  Ruling  Elders 
be  appointed,  provided  that  a  similar  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  other  Assembly  now  in  session  in  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
ferring  in  regard  to  the  desirableness  and  practicability  of  re-union ; 
and  if,  after  conference  and  inquiry,  such  re-union  shall  seem  to  be 
desirable  and  practicable,  to  suggest  suitable  measures  for  its  accom¬ 
plishment,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

The  response  to  this  action  of  the  other  Assembly,  by  our  own,  is 
found  in  the  following  resolutions,  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Assembly  tender  to  the  Assembly  representing 
the  Other  Branch  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  its  cordial  Christian 
salutations  and  fellowship,  and  the  expression  of  its  earnest  wish  for 
Re-union,  on  the  basis  of  our  common  standards,  received  in  a  com¬ 
mon  spirit.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  fifteen,  nine  of  whom  shall  be  Minis¬ 
ters  of  the  Gospel,  and  six  Ruling  Elders,  be  appointed  to  confer  on 
this  subject,  in  the  recess  of  the  Assemblies,  with  the  Committee  to  be 
appointed  by  the  other  General  Assembly,  and  to  report  the  results  to 
the  next  General  Assembly. 


Resolved,  That  we  enjoin  upon  this  Committee,  and  upon  all  our 
ministers  and  church  members,  to  abstain  from  whatever  may  hinder 
a  true  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  cherish  and  cultivate  those  feelings 
and  purposes,  which  look  to  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  Zion,  the  edi¬ 
fying  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and  the  complete  union  of  all  believers, 
especially  of  those  who  live  in  the  same  land,  and  have  the  same  history 
and  the  same  standards  of  doctrine  and  polity.

Half  an  hour  of  merri¬ 
ment  around  the  lamp  and  fire-light  of  a  home  blots  out  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  many  a  care  and  annoyance  during  the  day,  and  the  best 
safeguard  they  can  take  with  them  into  the  world  is  the  unseen  influ¬ 
ence  of  a  bright  little  domestic  sanctum. 


FOR  PRESBYTERIES. 

Stated  Clerks  should  note  the  following  action  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly,  and  members  of  Presbytery  should  help  them  to  remember  it: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  recommends  to  each  of  its 
Presbyteries  the  annual  appointment  of  Standing  Committees,  sever¬ 
ally,  on  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Publication,  and  Min¬ 
isterial  Relief  Fund,  whose  duties  shall  consist  in  a  special  oversight 
of  these  several  objects;  in  the  securing,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  col¬ 
lection  in  behalf  of  each  object  in  every  church  ;  and  in  reporting  an¬ 
nually  to  the  Presbytery  the  amounts  so  contributed,  as  well  as  other 
matters  of  special  interest  pertaining  to  each  Cause. 

Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  further  recommends  that  the  substance 
of  the  annual  reports  of  such  Standing  Committees  be  embodied  in  the 
rresbyterial  Narrative  to  the  General  Assembly. 

When  the  officers  of  a  church  know  that  they  will  be  called  on  to 
report  to  Presbytery  what  their  congregation  has  done  for  each  of  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Church,  it  serves  as  a  stimulus  to  action. 
Churches  are  not  willing  to  be  delinquents  in  good  works — or,  if  will¬ 
ing,  are  not  fond  of  being  reported  as  delinquents.
